1. You have requested my coments on the legal forr. of the 
subj< ct DD/p notice. 


2. All of the delegations contained in the subject notice 
are referenced to authorities received by the Deputy Director (P..ans) 
by delegation from the DC I dated. 18 September 1952, effective 
1 August 1952. This latter delegation expressly authorized redo: eyaticu 
to the DD/P's Chiefs of derations, Foreign Intelligence, Political 
and Psychological Warfare, Paramilitary Operations, Technical Suj port, 
and Admi ni s tra t ion where appropriate , and would appear to repeal any 
provision in existing regulations to the contrary. The only question 
as to legal form under the subject notice ie whether the DD/p is 
delegating authorities which ne in fact possesses 'under the Confidential 
Funds Regulations or other directives Iron DC I. As a general c a rent 
I believe it is fair to say that in most instances the Iffi/P is not the 
sole person in whom is vested the authority delegated. In those cases 
othor Assistant Birc-c tors, particularly the- Assistant Director for 
Ccenunlcations, are empowered to exercise the authority individually 
and a delegation by DD/P would not cerogate from their powers, 'then 
this is so, the subject notice might preferably be worded to appear 
as a delegation of powers -which the DD/P holds jointly with other;, 
expressly negating the inference tha t may presently be drawn tha 
the delegation conferred exclusive jurisdiction*
